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News of Interest to All 


Two of the oldest United States 
land offices in California were closed 
last week, those at San Francisco 
and Visalia, and their activities trans- 
ferred to Sacramento. Nearly all the 
valuable public lands in the Visalia 
and San Francisco districts having 
been taken up by homesteaders, the 
Government decided these two offices 
are no longer necessary. With the 
exception of a land office at Los An- 
geles—which, it is expected, will be 
closed next year—only one of the 
dozen that once existed in California 
remains. That is at Sacramento. 

Tangible proof of the growing de- 
sire of citizens of California to make 
up for lost opportunities for educa- 
tion, is now offered by the University 
of California which has found it neces- 
sary to purchase a four story building 
in San Francisco at a cost of $147,000, 
plus $50,000 in alterations, to accomo- 
date those people who wish to take 
extension work. The extension divi- 
sion of the University offers practi- 
cally every subject taught on the main 
campuses either by special classes 
throughout the State, or by corres- 
pondence. Including lectures and vis- 
ual programs far in excess of 1,000,- 
000 people are reached each year. 

Evidence believed to indicate that 
high-graders have been operating in 
the workings of the original Sixteen 
to One gold mine at Alleghany, Sierra 
county, has caused an investigation 
to be undertaken by officials of the 
State Mining Bureau. Just how much 
ore has been stolen is in doubt, but 
H. J. Langdon, executive superinten- 
fent of the mine said that the loss, 
if any was established, would not be 
more than $3000. 


Ten “dollars was paid for the last 
reminders of Bidweli Bar of the early 
50s, scene of the first gold strike in 
Butte County. For this sum, B., L. 
McCoy, clerk of the Butte County su- 
, visors, purchased an acre of ground 
at the historic site at a delinquent 
tax sale conducted by the county tax 
collector. The property includes the 
historic home of Isaac Reeves Kec- 
ham, the Mother Orange tree and the 
monument erected and dedicated to 
the pioneers of California by the Na- 
tive Sons and Daughters last fall. 

Cancellation of the diving act at a 
Venice pier resort, following the 
drowning of the horse Lightning, was 
announced following a conference be- 
tween the owners of the act and Ocean 
Park Amusement Association. Light- 
ning, after diving forty feet from a 
platform, swam out to sea instead of 
ghoreward and when expert swim- 
mers finally headed the floundering 
animal ashore, it expired on the 


beach. Leona Carver, owner and 
rider in many leaps into the water, 
fainted when the pulmotor failed to re- 
vive her pet. Lightning was said to 
be valued at $20,000. Onlv a few 
hours prior to the equine tragedy 
Municipal Judge Wilson of Los Ange- 
les had ruled that pier promoters and 
the show owners had not been guilty 
of cruelty to animals in compelling the 
horse to dive, as charged by humane 
society officers. 

The services of fourteen submarines 
and attending vessels have just been 
offered to the University of California 
by Captain Ridley McLean, command- 
ing officer in charge of the Submar- 
ine Divisions of the United States 
Navy, for the purpose of making stu-

The value of gold, silver, copper, 
lead zinc produced at the mines in 
California in 1926 was $20,050,801, a 
decrease of $3,233,553, or 14 per cent, 
as compared with the value of these 
metals produced in 1925, according to 
statistics compiled by J. M. Hill of the 
bureau of mines. There were de- 
creased yields of 9 per cent in gold, 
40 per cent in the value of silver and 
30 per cent in the value of copper, but 
increases of 13 per cent in the value 
of lead and 76 per cent in the value of 
zine ‘produced, as compared with the 
values of these metals in 1925. 

The order for the second ship for 
the Panama Pacific Line service has 
just been placed. The new steamer 
will be 30,000 tons displacement, and 
identical in every respect with the 
company’s new steamer “California,” 
which will be launched in October. 
With this new tonnage the Panama 
Pacific Line will have the two largest 
ships ever puilt under the American 
flagywith a contract speed of 18 knots 
per hour, they will cut two days from 
the present length of the voyage be- 
tween New York and California ports. 
Each steamer will have capacity of 
800 passengers and 8,000 tons of 
freight. Special attention was given 
in their design for refrigerated cargo, 
and each ship will have 100,000 cubic 
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feet of space available for ‘shipment 1

City-owned water systems in the 152 
California municipalities where they 
were maintained last year returned 
a total revenue of $16,595,262.41, 
against total ordinary expenses of $8,- 
781,026.92. From the sale of water 
only the cities realized $14,658,919.84. 
All but one of the twenty-two city- 
owned electrical systems returned 
handsome profits. The city showing 
a loss was Biggs, where the receipts 
were only $5,399.25 and the expenses 
$5,672.39. Considered as a whole, the 
plants returned $15,104,957, against 
expenses totaling $7,842,128. These 
receipts included $13,018,093 for the 
sale of light and power.

Mechanical Detective Developed 
by Telephone Laboratories 
to Trap Criminals 


Sherlock Holmes has a new rival, 
a mechanical detective which has 
been developed by the engineers of 

the Bell Telephone Laboratories and 
manufactured by the Western Elec- 
tric Company. 

This mechanical detective was ex- 
hibited for the first time at a recent 
meeting of the New York Electrical 
Society when robbery was planned, 
committed and solved, all within 
the space of one hour and in the 
presence of fully 1,000 witnesses. 

Dr. A. P. Link, instructor in psy- 
ehology at New York University, 
was the “master mind” who plotted 
the crime. Three students were 
chosen to commit the crime and, 
in accordance with their instrue- 

tions, they went to a house and 

took a $10 bill when an armed 
policemian suddenly appeared. The 
students not having been notified 
that the policeman was to be a 
party to the plot, thus experienced 
ail the sensations of real robbers. 

They were brought back to the 
audience where Dr. Link gave them 
uw third degree. By means of the 
mechanical detective or electrical 
stethoscope, the instrument devised 

by the telephone engineers, the 
heart beats of the students were 
inade as audible as the beating of 
tomtoms, and by other apparatus 
the action of the sweat glands in 
the palms of the hands was shown 
by the flickerings of a tiny light on 
the wall.

St. Elimo’s Light Seen 
on Land and Water 


St. Elmo’s fire consists of brushlike 
tufts of light which sometimes ap- 
pear on all pointed objects or those 
with sharp angles, during a thunder- 
storm or snowstorm. Tt has also ap- 
peared on the masts of ships at sea. 
It is most common at high elevations 
on mountains, It is simply a brush 
discharge of electricity due to the 
large change in potential with height. 
A hissing sound is usually heard and 
sometimes an odor is noticed. “Loom- 
ing” is a phenomenon allied to mirage, 
occurring chiefly over the ocean near 
the seashore and in the Arctie regions, 
Mays of light passing upward from 
an object through a warmer and less 
dense layer of air above it are bent 
by refraction so that total reflection 
s place, and the observer sees an 
inverted image above the object. Ob- 
jects even below the horizon may be 
brought into view in this way and 
nearer objects seem much raised and 
elongated.
